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But the lat Craft/man isa Mafper-piece in its Way, tho’ 
written by a Per/on unskill’d alike in Manners or Arga- 
ment. This may feem in fome meafure a Paradox, and 
therefore I haften to explain it. The Ma/econtents purfue 
fteadily this Point, That the Parliament lately chofen, 1s no 
Parliament, and ia ftirring up the People to abet this Vo- 
tiog ; that is, in other Words, to make themfelves ready 
for a Rebellion, lies all the Hopes of this infamous Fedioa, 
the Chiefs of which, as they are remarkable for implacable 
Maiice, fo they are no lefs diftinguifhed for drawing in 
Fools to be Sacrificed, that they may become Neceffary. 
This Scheme of annulling the Parliament, was, in direct 
Terms, laid down in a Craft/man publifhed immediately

Mr. Osdorne) a State of perfect Liberty, is the 
ftrongeft Argumeat in the World why the Wazgs thould 
unite as one Man; for every thing which the old Whigs 
contended for, fome of them even unto Death, we now 
fully, and every Particular, poffefs. Did they contend 
for pe of Con(cience ? We enjoy it: Did they contend 
againit arbitrary Courts, and A&s of Power under the Form 
of Law?

Reverence upon the prefent Government, and acknowledge, 
that our /egal Monarchy, fince the Revolution, is, in Fact,

Ina Word, we pofiefs the fullett and the 
mott periect Liberty ; and there is not the leaft Sign given 
of any Intention to invade it. The Security is in our own 
Hands; for ’tis fcarce poflible the Government thould 
commit any great or fundamental Errors, while we have 
Annual Seffions of Parliament. 

From thefe Premiffes it follows to Demonftration, thae 
the /Vbics can have no Pablick Reafon or National Canfe 
to oppofe the Court, but ought, in Conformity to their 
own Principles, to amte warmly in Defence of a Govern- 
ment, and an Adminiftration, that anfwers all the Ends and 
Defigns of Government. 

The eood State of our Affairs at Home is, therefore, 
one Reafon why the Friends of the Government thould 
unite with the Court ; and the 7/7 State of Affairs Abroad 
ts another Reafon for their Union. ‘This good State of 
our Domeftick Affairs flowing entirely from his Majefty’s 
governing upon /Vhig-Principles, and by Whig-Minifeers, 
calls aloud for the Union of all the Whigs in the K ing- 
dom: For, to oppofe a Coart, which is abfolutely in the 
Intereft of the Country, thews the higheft Ingratitude to 
their Prince, and the moft fhamelefs Difregard of their 
Country.

ébery in another, to weak and i/l-judged Politicks in a 
Murd ; and to the downdle/i Ambition of a fourth: and, I 
was 
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was going to add, to mean Nextralities, pacifick Tempers, 
&c. of other Powers. But I forbear and 
fhall only fay, That whatever Caufes have produced the 
prefent melancholy State of Foreign Affairs, we ought 
not to look on as unconcerned Specfators. ‘The Balance of 
Power muft be preferved. A general War may be the 
Confequence of the prefent Struggle, and muf be the Con- 
fequence, unlefs the Confederate Powers, amidit the loud 
Roar of Conquef; will hearken to the low Voice of Rea- 
fon, which is very unlikely.

Honetty. 

For, who but Gentlemen of their *mpeccable Characters, 
could affect to reafon, yet beg the Queftion, and afhrm 
the Point to be proved before it is even debated ; who but 
they’ pretend to the Love of Liberty, yet make the Ufe of 
Liberty a Crime, and propofing Do¢trines of great Con- 
cern to the Publick, make the very Queftion, / hether 
thofe Doérine: be true, even an AG of Infamy ? A Privi- 
lege which they can only derive from their Caufe, fince 
we poor Mortals, who breathe the Air of a Court, have 
no fach Advantages on our Side: And, were we to aflume 
them, what would the Craft/man, what would the World 
fay of fuch a Behavionr in us?

‘The Chief 
of the Nobility refiding at Palermo, with the Senate of 
that City, received the Duke, at his Landing, and accom- 
panied him to the Town.

JT is faid, an Exprefs is juft arrived from the 
Court of France, with Advice, that the Day 
after the Germans had furpriz’d Marfhal de Broglio’s Quarters, and 
carried off all -his P ate and Equipage, togcther with h.s N.phew 
andanother Officer, who were both his Aids de Camp, the French 
were highly provok'd at fo bold an A@tion, and, in order to draw 
the Inipenialifts to a Battle, quitted their Camp, and march’d in 
Sight of the Germans towards Guaftalla. Having arnv’d near 
Lufarne, and finding th.t the Enemy did not moleft them, the King 
of Sardinia, and the Marthals Coigni and Broglio, pitch’d npon 
an advantageous Ground fituate between that Place and Guatftalla, 
where they refolv’d to intrench themtelves; but the next Day, be- 
ing, the iSthInttant, N.S. and before they could bring that Reio- 
lution to any Verfeciion, Count Coniglegg, with the whole Impe- 
rial Army, camcup with the Allies, and attack’d them with incredi- 
ble Courage nd bravery ; however, they were repuls’d with con- 
fiterable Lots; Notwithttanding the Germans, animated by the Pxe- 
fence of Prin-e Lewis of Wirtemberg who led them, return’d again 
tothe Attack, which was very obiinate, till the Prince receiv’d a 
mortal Wound, of which he died onthe Spot. This Lofs ditpirit- 
ed th Germans, who retreated a fecond time ; but being rallied by 
Count Konigiegg, the Attack wasayain renew’d, and continn’d ve- 
ry deiperate till that General unfortun tely receiv’d a mortal 
ound ; whereupon ; the linperialifts feeing themle] ves without a 
Conmna:der, fled in great Confufion, and the Allies obferving thew 
Duiorcer, poor'dinall their Forces, which made incredible Slaugh- 
toramong tiem, Whereby the King of Sardinia, and the Marthals 
Coin and Nroglio, lecurd to themielvesa Complete Victory, and 
cuntina d to purtue the Enemy when the Courier was dilpatch’d with 
this News to his mott Chriftian Majefty. The Number of the Slain 
Was not Wien Known 5 but the Germans, hefides Count Conigiegg 
i Lewis ot Wirteinberg, loft three Lieutenant-Generals 
[is urtheradded, that che Prench Cavalry, while the Attacks 
Were caried en, took the Advantage of flanking the Germans, in 
that

HE Contradiftions thofe Writers are cbliged to Y- A 
fert who argue for a Corrupt Dependency of the a 
™ Houfe of Commons upon the Crown, which muff f 
evidently deftroy our Conftitution. ‘e 
Itcannot be difputed (fays. Mr. D’ Anvers) that what- f 
ever leffens the tadtbeacd, which a juft Difcernment con- 
cerning publick Affairs, and the Liberties of the People, - 

Would have upon the Conduct of rheir ef sir a 

. muft in Proportion render Them incapable of difinterefted ne 
Impreffions for the future ; and confequently, lefs folicitous 7 
in difcharging the Duties of fo important a Truft. With- if 
out determining whether every Gratuity, or Reward from q 
the Crown to @ Houfe of Commons be included in the Idea 
of Corruption, it is inconteftible, that the more extenfive 
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thefe Principles of Government have upon their Behaviour 
in Parliament. Hence it is that Thofe, who, at firft, are 
wholly devoted to the Intereft of their Country, and ac- 
tuated by no other Motives than a tender Concern for 
their Fe//ow-Subjed?s, may by Degrees, from Alurements 
of this pernicious Kind, become intirely regardlefs of eve- 
ry Principle, which formerly excited their Zeal for the 
publick Good. And as Corruption is an Kyil, which, in 
Proportion, as it affects the Heart, mifguides the Under- 
ftanding, the Prevalence of it among Thofe, upon whofe 
Wifdom and Paya depends the Being of Civil Liberty, 
muft be attended with the Lofs of the Bleffing. 

The Truth of thefe Obferyations were fo forcibly con- 
ceived even by Thofe, who oppofed the Penfion-Bill, in 
the Year 1731, that the Manner, in which. their Oppofi- 
tion toit was conducted within Doors and without, fully 
proves, that no Government. is a Match for Corruption; 
that it is a Canker, which, if not deftroyed, will gnaw to 
the Heart of the Englifh Conffitution; and the Circle of 
Inconfiftences and Contradictions, in which They were 
obliged to tread, in oppofing this Bil/, is a Demonftration 
that it was a Specifick tor the Difemper, which it intended 
to remedy. 

A thort State of this Oppofition will not only be a far- 
ther Proof how infupportable Corruption is, but will na- 
turally introduce fome feafonable Remarks, with which 
this Subject may be concluded. 

The R——d P te, who diftinguifh’d Himfelf by 
a memorable Speech on this Occafion, was fo far from 
putting on any Difguife, that he plung’d at once into the 
Vitals of the Debate, and avow'd that Dependency, the 
Removal of which was aim’d at by the Bi//.

from whence Corruption flow’d, and that, ’till their Laxury 
was reduc’d, their Neceffities would always expofe Them 
to this Vice. Thefe general Obfervations were enforced 
by many other noble Lords, who oppos’d the Bi/l; and, 
altho’ it was thus oppos’d upon Principles, diametrically 
oppofite to each other, yet a moft enfeebled Hireling, who 
claims the Merit of having firft attempted to prove that a 
dependent corrupt Parliament was neceflary to the Prefer- 
vation of the Conffitution, undertook the Defence of this 
contradifiory Oppofition. 

It muft be admitted, that the Cambridge Letter, written 
in Defence of the R -——d P te’s Speech, and 
which foon after receiv’d it’s Death’s Wound, endeayours 
to take off the Imputation of the Bi/bop’s contending for a 
corrupt Dependency of the Houfe of Commons. But the 
Profitute I have in View, and who was probably retain’d 
to defend this Speech, juftify’d it upon the Foot of a cor- 
rupt Dependency. He told us very frankly, that the Secu- 
rity of our Liberties is wholly owing to a mutual Depen- 
dency of all the Parts of the Legiflature upon cach other, 
arifing from @ mutual Diftribution of Favours ; that if the 
Places of Profit, and other Favours, which the Debt of the 
Nation had thrown into the Hands of the Crown, were not 
difributed in the Houfe of Commons, the King’s Voice 
would be render’d ineffcGual, and the great Security of our 
Liberties gone with it; fince, if the King could not oblige 
the Commons, They would not oblige Him; and that Cor- 
ruption begins with the People. She therefore ex- 
horts Them, in a moft lamentable Tone, to be uacerrupt, 
without which the prophefies that They will never have 
an independent, uncorrupt Parliament. 

All thefe contradictory Pofitions, mingled with feveral 
other abfurd ones, were communicated to the Publick by 
that renowned old Proftitute Mother Osborne, in feyeral 
Journals, foon after the B——’s Speech. 

‘Thefe Papers would not have been polluted with /uch a 
‘retch's Name, if it had not greatly contributed towards 
clearing up the diftind Meaning ot Thofe, who oppos’d 
the Bil/; and given us a fair Occafion to collect how ut- 
terly irreconcileable the Principles of this Cppe Gticn are 
to Them/felves; or to Th gfe, upon which our Confitution 
is founded, sae 

_This low fhuffing between an Avowal and Difavowal 
Oa corrupt Dependency of the Houfe of Commons; between 
Z, 2 7 decrying 
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decrying the Cau/é, and juftifying the Effects of it, can- 
not be more clearly difcerned, than be reducing it into 
the following Order of Contradictions. 

if, The Spanien of @ Houfe of Commons upon the 
Crows is avow'd ; and confequently, all the pas Meaas, 
neceflary to compafs that End, are thereby juftifed. 

2d, This Dependency is dilayow’d, and Corruption is im- 
puted to the People as a Crime, which is the Effect of 
their Luxury ; and thus, while Corruption is juttily’d, on 
the one Hand, as neceflary to render a Hou/e of Commons 
dependent, the People are infulted on the other, for being 
corrupt. 

34/y, Without thefe Obligations, conferred by the Crows 
upon the People’s Reprefentatives, which are other Words 
for Corruption, the King’s Voice would be render’d inefectu- 
al; fince, if the Crewa could not oblige the Commoas, 
They would not oblige the Crows, and therefore the Go- 
wernment muft be at an End. 

4tbly, Notwithftanding the Government is fo franvd, 
that it cannot fubfift without a mutual Difribution of Fa- 
vours, and confequently, without Corruption, yet the Peo- 
ple are gravely exhorted to be uxcorrupt, as the only ef- 
fectual Means to preferve the Confitutional Independency 
of the Houfe ef Commons. ’ 

5thly, Although the Debt of the Nation hath been al- 
ways thought fo great a Burthen, as even to endanger the 
Confiitution it felt, and the fAnking Fund, the whole Me- 
rit of which is monopoliz’d by this Writer’s Patron, was 
thought abfolutely neceflary for the Payment of it ; yet, it 
feems, the Diftribution o thofe Places and Rewards, in 
the Gift of the Crowa, on Account of this Debt, is ne- 
ceflary to the Prefervation of the Confiitution, and with- 
out which the Government muft be at an End ; and confe- 
quently, 

Otbly, The Payment of this Debt will deftroy our Ge-

f The ‘moft obvious Conclufion, which can be drawn 
rom this wretched Preyarication, is, that Corruption is ie 
defen ible ; 
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defenfible ; but what aggravates and heightens the Infamy 
of it is, that the innate Honefty of the Peep/e thould be 
thus facrificed, in Defence of what muft enflave them ; 
aud that, while the Prefervation of their Liderties is the 
Chief Thing, which They have at Heart, the Infecurity 
of them fhould be attributed to their owa Corraptton. 

But thefe Expedients, to acquit the People's real Betrayers, 
are too contemptible to gain upon any but The/e, whofe 
Proftitution intitles them to a Share in fo execrable an 
Undertaking ; and to infult the who/e Body of the People 
indifcriminately with the Imputation of an Evi/, of fo 
dreadful a Tendency, will be fo far from reconciling them 
to a dependent corrupt Parliament, that it will be a farther 
Motive to keep a watchful and jealous Eye over their Li- 
berties. Nay, I have the Pleafure to conclude, with ob- 
ferving, that they have lately given the Patron of the/e 
Hriters a fignal Inftance, even in his OWN COUNTRY, 
that They are not fuch a profligate Race of Men as He 
endeavour’d to make Them, and his Pareftes have fcan- 
daloufly reprefented Them. 


Extract from FoG’s-JOURNAL. 
Honefty 1s the bef Policy. 


R. Fog, in the Beginning of bis laf Journal, having 

/ewn how many mean Artifices the Avarice of Henry 
the Lild put him upon, and in how many Difficulties it in- 
volved him, proceeds thus. 

By the Sketch here given, (fays Mr. Fog) I have, by a 
contrary Practice, proved the Maxim I fet out with in 
my laft Paper, viz. That Honefly is the bef Policy even in 
the higheft Station of Life. 

I might indeed have proved it otherwife, by the Modera 
Practice of fome Minifters, and even have taken an Op- 
portunity. to congratulate my Countrymen on their Happi- 
hefs, in hving under an Adminiftration, which acts without 
Difguife, and apprehends nothing from the Publick being 
acquainted with their minuteft Actions: Hiftory can pro- 
duce few Men in the fame high Stations, who have been 
lo entirely carelefs in concealing their Management from 
the Publick, or-cou’d, with the fame fteady Countenance 


bear a Scrutiny into their political Tranfactions ; ar 
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what can this be attributed, but to their fteadily adhering 
to the above Maxim. Nothing is a greater Indication oj 
Wifdom in a Prince, than the Choice of able and difin. 
terefted Minifters ; and nothing a greater Proof, that the 
are fo, than the People remaining eafy and fatisfy’d under 
their Adminiftration, and that they will always be, while 
their Liberties are prote¢ted, their Trade encouraged, and 
the Laws fuffer’d to flow in a pure Channel ; while Juftice 
is adminifter’d with Impartiality, and — are lett (with. 
out the Interpofition of the Miniftry) to the free Election 
of their Reprefentatives. 

But where low Arts, Bribery or Compulfion are ufed to 
direct their Choice, we cannot but expect to hear their 
Murmurs; for Members thus return’d, if cver hereafter 
any fhou’d be, may more properly be called the Pariia- 
ment of the Minifiry, than the Reprefentatives of the Pea- 
pie, and what might be expected from fuch a Legiflative 
Power, we may eafily figure to our felves, by what pafs'd 
ia the pick'd Parliaments of Richard the Second ; but we 
have the Happinefs of being far removed from any Appre- 
henfions of this Nature. While the Maxims of the pre- 
fent Set of Vs/e Mex in Place are purfued, we have no- 
thing to fear from their Influence, and cannot doubt conti- 
nuing as formidable Abroad as we are happy, by being an 
eafy and united People at home: Their Confciences are as 
clear as their Hands are clean, and it is owing to this una- 
nimous Acquiefcence in the Wifdom of their Management, 
that we are fo much confider’d by our Neighbours, and 
that the haughty Spemard, who had the Aflurance to in- 
fult our Merchants, has, upon fecond Thoughts, judg’d 
ut neceflary to repair their Loffes, and confented to have 
the Damage done, fettled by Commiflioners, for he has 
found, by Experience, what it is to attack either the 
Engle or their Friends, and Sir George Bing, in the Me- 


citerrancaw, taught him, that we don’t ftand upon Cere- 
monies.

H E common People in all \ges have fuppofed, that 
Words were meerly articulate Sounds, which each 
Nation invented, according to their Fancy, to exprefs the 
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Idea they conceived of a Thing, and that Sounds being 
chus arbitrary, it was indifferent what Signification was 
attack’d to fuch or fuch a Word, rather than to another, 
fo that they might, for Example, call Day as they now call 
Night, without altering the Idea of Day and Night. But 
thefe are falfe Reafonings, Prejudices, and popular Errors, 
by which the poor humane Species have fufler’d themfelves 
to be blindly led. 

The really Learned, and of all others, the Cadaiifs, 
think quite differently of the Original and Virtue of Words. 
According to them, there is no Expreffion, Term, Sylla- 
ble, Letter, Accent, Point or Comma, that does not con- 
taia one or more Myfteries, one or more fpecifick Proper- 
ties. But, if you ask them how that can be, and what thefe 
Virtues are, they will anfwer only enigmatically ; becaufe 
therein lies the great Secret of their Cabal. It would not 
be convenient for us, the Prophane, to go rafhly and force 
the Barriers, which interdict our Entrance into their myfte- 
rious I'emple ; but however, we won’t be hinder’d from 
communicating to the World, by the Means of your Pa- 
per, what, by the Force of Application we have difcover- 
ed of a Matter fo totally unknown to the World, and the 
Knowledge of it, at the fame time, fo ufeful and neceflary 
to the Publick. 

Aftrologers and Chymifts haye thewn us, that all fublu- 
nary Bodies are fubject to the Influences of Stars ; but 
thefe great Philofophers, perhaps, never imagin’d that 
fords likewife were under their Government, without 
doubt, it was becaufe they were never regarded as real Be- 
ings; and in this, without Offence be it faid, they hap- 
pened to be heavily miftaken ; for, it Words were not real 
Beings, which could fubfift independently of their Subje@, 
fhould we fee every Day a Crowd of Cortiers make their 
Happinef$ confift in a 7ford, that the Prince, or firft Mi- 
niiter lets fall to amufe them, altho’ this Word fignifies 
properly Nothing? Should we fee fo many Lovers dying 
away for a Word pronounced thro’ Inattention or Caprice, 
by the Object, beloved ? Moreover, if Words were not Be- 
ings, fhou'd we fee fo many private Perfons, Communi- 
ties, Towns, Cities Nations, the whole World, wrangle, 
ult, skirmifh, and go to cutting of Throats for a Word, 
which was, properly {peaking, no determin’d Senfe ? Would 
{9 much Buftle and Clutter be produced by a Noelia ? 
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That cannot be? it is evident then that Vords ate Beings, 
and in this Quality, like all other Terreftrial Bodies, the 
muft needs draw their Excellence or Malignity from Stars, 
which prefide at their Birth. 

This Difcovery is hitherto very important in itfelf, fince 
it may ferve to dive many Difficulties, which to this Day 
have appeared indiffoluble. It may be explain’d, for Ex- 
ample, why of two Terms, which are fynonimous in the 
fame Language, one fhould be clownifh, rude, uncivil, 
and aifobh ing, and the other, on the contrary, polite, 
gentle, civil and courteous. It will teach us, why /Vords, 
which fignify the fame Thing come to have different Qua- 
lities according to the different People, Languages, Ages, 
Conditions or Sexes: There needs only to have Recourfe 
to the Planets that prefide at the Nativity of each of thefe 
Words, to difcover its Qualities, or if the Qualities be 
known, one may know precifely under what Star it is 
born. For we lay it down for a Principle inconteftable. 
that there is no Form, in whatever Language it be, that 
does not belong, like Animals, Vegetables and Minerals, 
one to Saturn, another to Venus, thisto Mercury, that to 
Mars, and fo on; but, to reafon upon them is not enough. 
We mutt fupport our Mypothefis by Examples, for the 
World loves Examples, and here we fhall be more 
puzzi'd in chufing one chan in finding many, fince the 
Hiftory of Times paft, and even that of our Days furnifh 
us in Abundance. Let us begin then with the Words 
that have been conftellated by the Planet Mars. 

KIK AJON isone of thofe Words, whofe Signifieation 
is obfcure, and befides, very little important ; infomuch, 
that it does not feem to merit the thoufandth Part of the 
rouble it has given to explain it: However, St. Yerome 
and St. Augufin did mot think fo, thofe two Props of the 
Charch thought this Word imported a great deal of Reli- 
gion, apparently, becaufe of fome occu't Virtue that it con- 
tain’d, which they would not communicate to us: What- 
ever it may be, they explain’d it, each one after his Man- 
ner: The firft affur'd us, that it was Ivy, the other a 
Cows ; perhaps, it was neither one nor other ; no Matter, 
mey grew fo warm in their Sentiments, that the Difpute, 
ma litth: Time, became very ferious between them, and 
afterwards throughout the whole Church. Already the 
People, animated with a devout A rdour, affembled in 
Drops ; and were jut coming to Blows in the Quarrel of 
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Kikajon, when the Sovereign interpos’d, and brought 
them to Order. Neverthelefs, the two illuftrious Comba- 
tants continued the War between themfelves with mighty 
Strokes of the Pen. They let fly over all Parts, Satires, 
and Polemick Writings, where the Gall diffufed itfelf not 
Drop by Drop, but in great Surges, and much more than 
if it had been in the Caufe of their Country, or even for 
the Prefervation of the Chriitian Republick itfelf: But, 
how would it be poffible to have accounted plaufibly for 
the Trouble caufed by this Askajon, if we were not to 
have Recourfe to our Syitem, by proving this Word to be 
born under the Afpect of Mars, aff impregnated with 
the moit fubtle and moft warlike Influence of this Planet. 
PROPERTY is another Martial /Yord, which, inthe rath 
Age, had like to have overturn’d from ‘lop to Bottom the 
famous Order of Cordeliers. ‘The Godly Party maintain’d, 
that this Term ought to be banifh’d from their Convent, 
and alfo from their Refectory or Hall, fo that, according to 
them, it could not be faid, that a Corde/rer had his Spoonful 
of Soup in Property, becaufe the Pope had the Domain of 
that Soup, of which they had but the Ufe. The Carnal 
Brothers (for fo the Godly named their Adyerfaries) pre- 
tended to retain the Word Property, which the others 
would have banifh’d, and this Difpute, altho’ ridiculous in 
Appearance, did not fail to caufe Schifm, Maffacres, and 
violent Wars. Four Popes, who interpos’d one after the 
other in this Affair, could hardly finith it. Nicholas IV. 
who had been a Corde/ier, declared againft Property, and 
the People were fo provok’d againft him, that they rife 
im feveral Places. The Carnal Brothers, who prorected 
this fatal /Yord, were driven from their Conyents of Ner- 
bonne and Beziers. Chance turn'd the Scale, however, ui- 
der Clement V. for this Pope degraded the Enemies to 
Property, and fubjected them to a fevere Penance, in 
fpight of their Appeals and Proteftations; he likewife had 
them condemn’d in a Council that affembled againft the 
Templers. John XX. who fucceeded Clement, was 
ftill a greater Favourite of Property, and turad more ri- 
gid againft the Godly that oppofed it, for he put them in- 
to the Hands of the dreadful Inquifition, and this Sacred 
Pribunal, in Concert with the oly Father, made out 
Proceffes againft thefe unhappy Wretches, and burnt them 
alive, becaufe they would not reconcile theimfelves to 
Property. They fuffer’d the Flames with Conftancy, “m 
Aa the 
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the firm Perfuafion, that they fhould go {directly to Para- 
dice, for having generoufly fought totheir laft Breath a- 
gainft this formidable Word. 

If we have been feeking for Examples in Times a little 
remote, it is not for want of a Number of the like Kind, 
or even Cafes more affecting among the Ecclefiafticks of 
our Times, for we may fay without Exaggeration, that 
Theology has never had more Martia/ Terms in its Ser- 
vice than at this Day, altho’ at all Times it has had alone 
more of them than all the other Sciences put together. 
Janfenifm, Molinifm, Appeals, Re-appeals, Infallibility, 
Power of the Keys,and many others of this Nature, are 
they not fo many Terms unattach’d to any real Subject ; 
which feem to be come into the World, but to ferve as a 
Mask to fome, and a Scare-crow to others, but which fail 
not at the fame Time of putting all Europe in a Combuf- 
tion? Muft not thefe Words be ftrioufly Martial, to arm, 
as they do, Chriftians againft Chriftians, Brothers againft 
Brothers, fo as Kings and Popes are forced to interpofe 
in their Quarrel, and of Neceflity, in one Fafhion or ano- 
ther, to alfemble an Univerfal Council on purpofe to de- 
cide the Difputes, and to oblige the Faithful to receive 
thefe Terms by Heart and Mouth, and that without com- 
prehending them, upon Pain of eternal Damnation. Simple 
Words could never be capable of caufing fo many Difor- 
ders, if Mars, terrible Mars, did not malignly influence 
their Nativity. 

The Manner in which we have open’d our new Syftem, 
and the Examples we have chofen among a thoufand o- 
thers, proves fufficiently that Words are real Beings, which 
have each in particular a Virtue independent of their Sub- 
jects, and that this Virtue is communicated to them by the 
Stars. We have, moreover, made it appear, that Terms 
that are applicable to nothing are thofe to which the Pla- 
nets ordinarily give the moft Force, in fhedding upon 
them the more abundant Influences. 

We fhould proceed now to thew to our Readers what 
Words they are which efpecially belong to each Planet, 
on what Conftellation depend thofe generical and indefi- 
nite Zerms, Con/cience, Honour, Virtue, Publick Good, &c. 
under the Shadow of which every Day fo many Wonders 
ere v rought by thofe People who know how to make 2 
right Ufe of them. But this will be a Matter for a very 
Curious Differtation.

That the Liberty of Britain is immediately at Stake, 
Twill not take upon me to affirm; but, that it may be 
confequentially in Danger from thefe Difputes, I think, 
would be no basil Matter to prove. A Man of common 
Senfe, and tolerable Intelligence, muft know, that every 
Art is imployed to put the Nation ina Ferment ; every 
Means made Ufe of to ftir upthe People againft their Go- 
vernors; and every Argument infifted on, which may 
give Colour to Refiftance, and afford Countenance toa 
Rebellion. Should thefe Inftances have their Effect ; 
fhould there be Fools enough found to rufh headlong on 
fo rafh an Undertaking, I confefs ’tis my Opinion, that our 
Conftitution might be hurt by it, for poflibly it might in- 
duce feyere Laws, in order to prevent future Infurrect- 
ons ; and as much a Sycophant and Hireling as Mr. D’Az- 
vers or his Correfpondents may imagine me, I moft fin- 
cerely with the Inhabitants of this Ifland may never be lefs 
iree than they are at prefent. 

It were to be wifhed, that thefe affociated Writers in 
the Caufe of Patriotifm would lay afide Equivocation, and 
mind too a little more keeping to the Points really in Dif- 
pute; for, as they have managed their Lectures lately, 
their Maxims and Inferences are dark and unintelligible, and 


fem to be delivered in fuch a Manner, as purpofely to 
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include double Meanings. If fome unhappy hair-brained 
Creatures are deceived by the Letter of their bE flays into 
Tumult and Sedition, they would quickly have Recourfe 
to the Spirit, diftinguith away the offentive Senfe of the 
Paper, and-to clear up that juftly fufpected Loyalty, 
would baw! out for Conviction and Execution. In Com- 
path ym to the unwary Readers of the Country fournal, 
think it a mighty laudable Thing to endeavour the open- 
ing their Eyes, that they may not run blind-fold upon Ty- 
burr, This has been my Defign in many Letters, and 
this T can, with great Truth, affirm, is the fole Defign 
ol the prefent.

The Malecontenat Whigs have, for feveral Years paft, 
been thrufting Daggers into the very Heart of the Govern- 
ment ; and with fo much Force too, that they have reach’d 
and wounded the Confitution itfelf: for they have advan- 
ced Principles abfolutely sacon/ifent with the /ega/ Monar- 
chy of England ; and which, if put in Practice, muft end 
in another Form of Government and another Conftitution.

He fays, indeed, that the Xing fhould 
govern in fuch a Manner as to get the Hearts of his Sub- 
jects :, But ’tis impoffible he fhould get the Hear? ot fuch a 
State-Villain as himfelf, till the Executioner has it on his 
Pike, and holds up the Heart of a Traitor. 

I mention This, (and who, that carries about him an 
Englifh Heart, can mention it without Indignation!) to 
thew to what a Pitch of Impudence the Facodites are ar- 
tived by the Divifion of the /Vhigs ; for, while they fee 
feveral of the Government's Friends (as they certainly once 
were, 
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were, and would be wow efeemed) take fuch Liberties, 
thefe Enemies think to efcape in the Crowd, and fo grow 
into a Licentioufnefs inconfiftent with our National Felici- 
ty. But, is it not monftrous to fee Whigs mingle in Coun. 
cils and in Clubs with fuch Men? and under the rrdica- ;

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with @ Power, which ought to be always with us, to de- 
feat the Defigns of thofe who difturb the general Tran- 
guillity. But nothing can ereb/e us to do what our true 
interef obliges us to do, but a hearty and general Union 
among ourfelyes. Let the Whigs join as one Man, and 
certain Neutralities, or Paffive Alliances, be turned into 
AGive Powers, and we fhall foon fee an Alteration in the 
Face of Things Abroad ; we fhall have no Occafion to fear, 
but fhall be ftrong enough to hold the Balance, and to give 
Laws.

Accord- 
ingly, moft } eople are perfuaded fhe hath an Influence o- 
ver a great Variety of ‘Things. She it is that caufes the 
Increafe and Decreafe of the Marrow and Brains in Ani- 
mals ; fhe frets away Stones, governs the Cold andthe Heat, 
the Rain, and Wind : For, if the Weather be fet in for Rain 
at the New-Moon, you muft not expect fair Weather till 
the Full. Ifthe Rain does not ceafe then, you are to 
reckon it will hold till the next Change ; and fo of dry 
and frofty Weather, ééc. upon a Principle, that it belongs 
to the Conjunctions and Oppofitions of the Moon to or- 
der the Weather and the Seafon. Hence it is, that be- 
caufe, in common Conyerfation we frequently fall upon a 
Difcourfe of the Rain, or the cold and dry Weather, 
Sc. we hear thofe who, complain of the Weather, comfort 
themfelves, in the mean Time, with the Hopes of the 
New or Full-Moon. It is not to be denied, that thefe 
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re Opinions of all Countries, and common to all Sorts of 
People. 

Neverthelefs, they who have taken the Trouble, for 
thirty or forty Years together, of examining into Mar. 
row-bones, have obferved (particularly M. Robaua/t) that 
whatever Quarter the Moon was in, they met with fome 
Bones which had a great deal of Marrow, and others ver 
little in them ; which fhews, that the Moon hath no Influ- 
ence on the Subftances of the Brain or Marrow, not yet 
on the Subftance of the Fifh in Oyfters, or Lobfters ; for, b 
making their Obfervations on this Point too, they have feen 
that their Fulnefs depends neither more nor lefs upon the 
‘Time of the Moon, whatever the popular Opinion may 
perfuade us. I fay the fame of the Change of Weather, 
and maintain, from my own Experience, ’tis not appoint- 
ed to any Seafon of the Moon whatfoever. And that 
there 1s no certain Day in the Lunar Month, on which the 
Change, for Example, from wet to dry, or from open to 
frofty Weather, happens oftner than any Day befides. Did 
we make exact Obfervations, we fhould find, rhat the 
Temperature of the Air hath fo little Sympathy with the 
New or Full-Moon, that we may count as many Months 
of dry as wet Weather, when the Return of the Moon 
was wet, and contrariwife ; fo true it is, that the Changes 
of the Weather are fubject to no Rule obvious to us. 
"I'were eafy to thew, that the Reafon of the Things is 
directly againft the popular Opinion, but I choofe to argue 
trom Experience, and infift, that whoever appleals to this 
Argument, will find it contradic?s the general Opinion of 
the /T orld : And upon this I beg Leave to obferve, that 
there is nothing ftrange in Error’s becoming aniverfal, con- 
fidering the little Care which Men take to confult their 
Reafon, when they give into what others fay ; and the lit- 
tle Ufe made of Uecafions which are offered of undeceiv- 
ing them. Will it be allowed me to ask one Queftion, 


Hath any Man ever taken Notice, what Multitudes be- 
lieve, and affirm one after another, that a 
laiting than full; that a 
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Man weighs more 
7 . that a Sheep-skin Drum burfts afuader 
¢ Beat of a Wolf-skin Drum ; that young Vipers de- 
troy the old Females when they come to the Birth, and 
trike the Male dead at the Inftant of their Conception, 
with many other Truths of the fame Validity ? Nor are 
they Content to propagate them, as Faé@ts well attefted, 
but 
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but apply themfelves to find out their natural Caufes. 
They break out into Exclamations of Wonder from the 
Power of Conviction ; the Moralifts have gone into this 
Party ; the Lawyers recommend themfelves at the Bar b 
citing thefe Maxims; the Pulpit borrows a thoufand fine 
Similies from thefe ; and Shool-boys in their Claffes are 
inftructed to fill their Themes with them: Neverthelefs, 
thefe are all Matters contrary to the moft certain Expe- 
rience, as they have difcover’d, who have had the Curio- 
fity to inform themfelves.

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After the Heraciides returned to Peleponne/us, the Spar- 
tans were fubject to two Kings, who were always chofen 
out of two Families defcended from Hercules. Lacedemonia- 
was, at firft, very much difturbed by popular Commotions, 
and rent by Diffentions, which muft have ended inthe Ruin 
of that Nation, had not Lycurgus interpofed, and, by his 
Wifdom, prevented the fatal Confequences of them. It 
was he who reftored Peace and Order in Sparta, by in- 
troducing into their Form of Government, a Senate of 
eight and twenty Perfons, who had the two Kings at their 
Head. ‘This Body always kept a due Equi/ibrium between 
the Kings and the Peonies by fetting themfelves up in 
Oppofition to which-ever Party attempted any Thing that 
could break it. 

It was, however, thought neceffary afterwards, to fecure 
the Publick from any Abufe of this Power, by the annual 
Choice of five Perfons from amongft the Commonalty, 
who were called Ephorj, and who were vefted with an 
Authority fuperior to that either of the Senators or the 
Kings. The latter were under very great Reftraint, 
more particularly in Time of Peace, and when they were 
inthe City. When they were at War, their Kings had, 
mdeed, the Command of their Fleets and Armies; but 
even then, imder the fpecious Name of a Council, they 
bad thofe appointed to attend them, who were Spies up- 
on all their Actions. At the Election of Magiftrates the 
Epbori prefided; and they had Power to call their Ad- 
mniftration into Queftion: Nay, this Power went fo far, 
that it extended even over the Perfons of their Kings, 
whom they could imprifon, and put to Death. All pub- 
lick Affairs were, indeed, propofed, and debated inthe Se- 
mate, but their Decrees were of no Force, ’till they had 
the Sanction of the People. As long as Lycurgus’s Laws 
were ftrictly obferved, the King refted fatisfied with that 
Share of Power, which they allotted them; Sedition 
was a Thing the People had no Knowledge of, nor did 
the Thoughts of a Revo/ution ever enter into their Mind. 
This abfolute Submiffion, on all Sides, to the Laws, fe- 
cured the Lacedemonians in Aftluence and Peace, while all 
their Neighbours were but too fenfible of the Truth of an 
Obfervation made by Plate, viz. That the City muff be 
mijerable where the Magifrates commanded the Laws, aud 
wot the Laws the Mag iffrates, 
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‘The Laws were at Sparta the Rules for the Education 
of Youth, who, thereby, were made early acquainted with 
Sobriety and ‘Temperance, and were inured to all the 
Fatigues of War. The Children of the mott diftinguith- 
ed Families amongft them were, from their Infancy, 
taught to live in a perfect Subjection not only to the Laws, 
but to the Magiftrates, and to all who were in Publick 
Employ. Remarkable is the Saying of Demaratus, who 
being asked, why he, who was a KinG, would fubmit to 
Banithment ? Generoufly anfwered : Becaufe, at Sparta, 
the Lew was fuperior to the Kings. And no lefs memora- 
ble is the ready Obedience of Agefilaus, who, as Cornelius 
Nepos obferves, thought the Glory of fubmitting to the 
Laws of his Country preferable to that of Conquering all 
Afia. 

Talis excellent Rule of Government among this wife 

People was, Frugality, or rather Poverty : Magnificence 
and luxurious Expence were not known at Sparta, and the 
Ufe of Gold and Silver was rigoroufly forbidden ; And, 
contrary to the moft eftablifhed Maxim, the Lacedemoni- 
aus were no longer a mighty and glorious People, than 
they retained this ftrict Contempt ot Wea/th. The Youtly 
of Sparta being form’d for War, by their very Educati- 
on, their great Legiflator was apprehenfive, their Incli- 
nation to that Profeffion might lead them to difturb their 
Neighbours, to commit unjuft Violences, and to inyade 
them, under one or other of thofe Pretences which an 
Ambitious Mind is never wanting to fuggeft. To guard 
againft this pernicious Temptation he ufed two Cautions, 
which could not fail of being effectual. He abfolutely 
prohibited all Navigation, and Sea-Fights ; and ftopp’d the 
Currency of Gold and Silver Coin, in the Room of which 
he brought in Money made of J/ron, cumberfome, of little 
Value, and which would not pafs any-where but among 
themfelves. 

Whem Ambition had gained the Afcendant over them, 
and fired them toa Defire of ruling all Greece, they were 
obliged to hire Foreign Troops, and to fit out Fleets. 
Large Sums were neceffary for thefe Preparations, which 
reduced the Spartans to the Neceflity of courting the Per- 
fans, a Nation they had ’till then detefted, branded with 
the Name of Barbarians, and formerly conquered, with 
great Glory, This brought Gold in Ufe amongft wap 
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and, with this tempting Metal, thofe Vices were introdu. 
ced, which led them to Deftruction. ‘Thus much for the 
Government of Sparta ; in our next Abftract we hall 
fpeak of that of Athens.

‘This Detachment 
is likewife to attack Cafellamare, a Fort fituate in the 
Gulph of that Name, while the Count de Marfi//ac form- 
ed the Siege of the Citadel of Meffina. ‘The Prince de 
Palagonia, at the Head of the Senate, repair’d to the 
Duke the 30th paft, and took am Oath of Fidelity to the 
King of Napi/es ; and the fecond Inftant he made his Pub- 
lick Entry into Palermo, at the Head of all the Officers 
of the Army, having been met in his March thither, by 
a great Concourfe of the Nobility and People, who re- 
ceiv'd him with great Acclamatious.of Joy; Ze Deum was 
was fung upon this Occafion, in the Cathedral of that Ci- 
ty, and the Duke having taken an Oath, as Vice-Roy of 
that Kingdom, to maintain the Privileges of the City. 
The King of Naples was proclaimed King of Sici/y. The 
Peafants have voluntarily affembled in feveral Parts of 
that Ifland, and makes fad Havock of the Germans, where- 
foever they meet them. 

_The Accounts we have receiv’d fince our laft, of the 
Victory obtained by the Confederate Army, over the Jm- 
perialifs, on the Secchia, contain in Subftance ; that the 
dmperialif#s attack’d the Enotrenchments of the Confede- 
rates, between Crofola and Lugara, the roth Inftant. 
That the Action bégun about ten in the Forenoon, with 
great Fury, and lafted till four in the Afternoon. That 
the Germans returned thrice to the Charge, but, being re- 
pulfed, retired to Lezara; Count Koningfeg, was himfelf 
ite wounded, and feven of the Imperial General 

ficers were killed, among whom, it is faid, the Prince 
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of Wirtemberg isone. All the Confederate Horfe and Dra- 
goons were fent in Purfuit of them ; and, in the mean 
Time, nine Pieces of Cannon, four Pair of Kettle-drums, 
and fixteen Colours or Standards fell into their Hands, as 
inconteftable Marks of their Victory.

The French are doing the like, the Troops of the 
King’s Houfhold are fhortly to repafs the Rhine, and the 
Gendarmerie is fent to the Franche Comté. That Part of 
the Cavalry, which is not in the beft Condition, is alrea- 
dy fent into’ Winter-Quarters, and the Remainder con- 
tinues yet with the Body of the Army. 

Both Armies talk of fending large Detachments for 
Italy, where they have yet fome ‘Time left to difplay 
their Valour. It is faid, that the Emperor has refolved to 
guarter fome of his Troops on the Territories of the 
Electors Palatine, of Cologneand Bavaria, which, inftead 
of curbing them, as it is pretended the Defigns is, may but 
irritate them the more, and roufe the fleeping Lion. 


POLAND, SWEDEN, and the NORTHERN POWERS. 


T HE Hopes King Avgufus had, of engaging the Pa- 
latine of Lublin to quit King Stanifflaus’s Party is ve- 
ry much leffened, fince the Declaration he has made, that 
the Oath which he took in the General Diet of Convoca- 
tion, would not permit him to acknowledge a Foreigner 
King, and that even, if Staniflaus thould renounce the 
Crown, he could not, without being guilty of Perjury, 
fubmit to any other Sovereign, than one freely Ele¢ted by 
the whole Body of the Nobility. 

General Wittinghoft,: Governor of Dantzick, has em- 
Ployed 500 Men in repairing the Fortifications of that Ci- 
ty, which were ruined during the late Siege.

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The Palatine of Kiow talks of’attacking the City of 
Warfew, and of placing a Garrifon there, for the Service 
of King Staniflaus, to prevent the Meeting of the Gene- 
ral Dyet of the Kingdom, fummoned by King Azgu-

The Ruffian Troops, under the Command of General 
Lafci, are \ikewife in full March towards that City, to 
maintain the Freedom of that Dyet, and to fecure them 
from any Infults from the adverfe Party, during their De- 
bates. King Augufus muft not, however, think Matters 
fo favourable on his Side, fince he amufes himfelf with 
the Diverfion of hunting in Saxony, while his Prefence is 
fo much wanted, and defired, by his Party, at leaft, in 
Poland. 

It is is reported, by the Partifans of this Prince, that 
General Poczeii, who has been, for fome Time, in Pof- 
feflion of Lithuania, witha Body of 3,000 Men, and fif- 
teen Pieces of Cannon, has been beaten by a Body of the 
Ruffian Army, that 10,000 of his Men are killed, and all 
his Artillery taken. 

Our Letters from Stockholm fay, that the Treaty be- 
tween the Crowns of Denmark and Sweden, which has 
been fo much talked of, continues to make a great Stir 
among the Foreign Minifters at that Court ; and, upon the 
Return of a Meifenger from Londo#, it was currently re- 
ported, that the King of Great-Britoin had approved of it, 
snd would, by adhering to it, make a Triple Alliance.
